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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


Assimilation 


“Afier the doings of the land of Egypt, 
wherein ye dwelt, shall ye not do; and 
after the doings of the iand of Canaan, 
whither I bring you, shall ye not do; 
neither shall ye walk in their statutes.”’— 

(Leviticus xviii. 3). 


VENTS proved this to be anything 
but an wnnecessary exhortation. 
Like his early ancestors, who were 
ick to adopt local customs even when 
Shey violated the principles of their faith, 
the Jew in the diaspora has usually been 
a ready assimilator and easily adapted 
himself to new surroundings. t 
characteristic may have been forced upon 
him by the instinct for self-preservation 
during his constant wandering from land 
to land. Although he is believed to be 
tribal and exclusive by nature, in fact 
there 1s Mo more cosmopolitan figure in 
the world 

A sympathetic writer, Leroy-Beaulieu, 
has remarked, ere is in every Jew a 
secret power of metamorphosis which has 
often amazed me. He is able to undergo 
any transformation while scarcely ever 
losing the of his race, just as be 
preserves on his body the mark of his 
religion. He has the remarkable faculty 
of taking on & new skin, without at 
bottom ceasing to be a Jew.. He is thus 
the man who modifies himself most, and 
yet changes, least. In this respect, he is. 
Perhaps, unique. There is somethin 
rotean in fim. The ease with which 
transforms himself borders on the 
miraculous. He is like a metal in con- 
giant state of fusion: he may be cast 
into any mould, and is able to assume 
any shape, without changing his sub- 
Suunce 


characterisation refers to the 

power of adaptability which dis- 
tinguishes the Jew. It fails to take into 
account the long trail of havoc wrought 
within the ranks of Jewry by the deadly 
evil of assimilauion. The number who 
deserted their people and sank their 
identity among their neighbours is incal- 
rulable. This process of disintegration 
oe gone on throughout the existence of 
the people. 

[he large majority of those who con- 
giituted the Northern Kingdom of. Israe! 
disappeared in exile. In the first cen- 
tury. #.c.e.; the city of Alexandria had a 
Jewish Community numbering nearly a 
million. bul most ‘of them. fell victim to 
the lure of Hellenism, which led to the 
Odincration of their Judaism At dil- 
tcrent periods m subsequent centuries 
both in times of freedom and under the 
pressure of rehgious. persecution, heavy 
casualties occurred in the battle for 
Jewish survival, 

In the modern era, which is reckoned 
as beginning with Moses Mendelssohn, 
the rate of desertion has accelerated. 
Ruppin quotes an estimate that in the 
fincieenth century 205,000 Jews adopted 
Christianity, and he observes that “ in 
ihe twentieth century the number of 
baptisms has increased everywhere.” 
The ravages of assimilation are only too 
evident at the present time. and seriously 
menace the future of the Jewish people. 
Especially after the loss of nearly one- 
third of its effective strength in the Nazi 
campaign of extermination, the continu- 
ance of the fatal disease of assimilation 
must give cause for the gravest concern. 
lichce the warning of the text calls for 
the most earnest attention by all who 
have the future of Jewry at heart. 

Obedience to the distinctive laws com- 
municated to Israel is the one antidote 
to the poison. If that was true of a 
community leading an autonomous 
existence in its own land, it is still more 
frue of a minority group living in an 
environment of different customs and 
thoughis In such circumstances it is 
inevitable that the human law of gravity 
applies, which tends to draw the minority 
into the majorny and Jevel out differences 
between them. That urge can only be 
Contested by a conscious effort. 


WITHOU T. wilfully exerting such 
resistance, the Jew cannot help 
Grifting from. his community. 
| sometimes happens that a counter- 
force saves him from the fate which he 
is Oo weak to avert by his own effort. 
The hostility of his neichbours sweeps 
bim back into the Jewish. haven. ™ 
1939, a book appeared entitled 
Shortest Way with the Jews,” in which 
the author argued that the only method 
O! bringing about the disappearance of 
the Jew is to leave him alone: he will 
then shed his differences and become 
adsorbed in his environment. But the 
active aitempt to bring about the end 
of Jewry as a distinguishable entity only 
has the opposite effect : if deepens the 
Jewish consciousness and strengthens the 
will to live qua Jew. 

Whether this be true or not, persecu- 
tion iS a bad preservative for a com- 
munity. and does’ not conduce to a 
healthy me niality. The best reason for 
the Jew to continue as a Jew is because 
he w wishes to do so. He. is conscious 
of Dis lineage, and proud of it. He 
reasures the spiritual heritage which has 

en committed to his care, and longs 
to hand it unimpaired to the next gencra- 
tion. He voluntarily rejects “ the doings 
of the land of E sg and Canaan,” and

report, and added: “Innocent people 
were suffering. We had to use our forces 
to compel a truce, and I think this was 
the correct action to take. 

“In Jerusalem, the United Nations. 
together with all the churches and reli- 

ous bodies, were pressing for a truce, 
ut we found that attacks were being 
made particularly on one of the Arab 
quarters. We therefore stepped in and 
indicated that fighting would have to 
cease 

” had also used all our influence 
to prevent invasion of Palestine by Arab 
countries. Although the excitement in 
those countries, owing to the events in 
Palestine, is causing great difficulties, 
stories Of invasion by them are not borne 
out by reports from our military repre- 
sentatives. 

“ But our attitude has been to give 
clear warning to both sides that. while 
we remain responsible up to May 15, 
we cannot tolerate aggression. 

“It has been our policy not to force 
a decision which was unagreed by the 
two parties. But we have always made it 
clear that if there was agreement between 
the Jews and Arabs for a cease-fire order, 
or a temporary truce, or similar kind 
of mterim Government working towards 


@ final -seitiement, and if we were 
approached by all concerned to render 
assistance in conjunction with others—lI 
repeal, in conjunction with others—this 
would create a new situation, and we 
should have to consider it very caiefully. 

But, | repeat, there is no question o! 
using Our resources alter May IS to 
enforce any kind of settlement against 
the wishes of either party. We feel that 
things have gone too far for any more 
theoretical debates on long-term solution 

“ The viial requirement now is that the 
shooting should be stopped, and some 
machinery established to provide an 
opporiunity for wise counsels to prevail 
We ate not unmindful of the enormous 
difficulties facing moderate men at the 
moment, and there are moderates both 
among the Jews apd Arabs who, we are 
satished, are Byres for peace. On the 
other hand, iS easy for the extremosts, 
particularly for those not in Palestine, io 
cry out tor radical solutions to be 
achieved by ruthless actions 

“ At this cleventh hour, I say to those 
working in the direction of a setuement 
let them not spare their efforts. With a 
criss upon us, there its still. time. for 
moderation and reason to win, but in a 
few days it may be too late 


MEMBERS’ QUESTIONS ON PALESTINE 


The following are among recent ques- 
tions asked in Parliament: 


ARMS FOR ARABS 


Mr. Seymour Cocks (Lab.. Broxtowe) 
asked the Secretary of State for Foreign 
Aflairs whether, under the agreements 
to supply given quantities of arms 
io the Arab States, His Majesty's 
Government had guaranteed to delirve 
those arms by certain fixed dates: and 
whether, in view of the _ publicly 
announced intention of those States. ot 
some of them, to invade Palestine afte: 
May 15. he would suspend for a period 
further deliveries of such arms 

Mr. Bevin: “ The answer to the first 
part of the question is * No, Sir.” But I 
must point: out that the. Governments 
concerned, who are under an obligation 
to ensure that the armament and cssen- 
tial equipment of their -forces shall .not 
difler im type from those of our own 
lorces, expect that when they 
place contracts in this country. we shall 
carry oul the contracts as speedily as 15 
tech ally DOs ible. 

‘With regard to the second part of the 
question, it is impossible to Lorecast the 
outcome of the United Nations discus 
sions on Palestine, and the future of the 
country is so uncertain that it is impos- 
sible to take decrsions now as to the 
action which may be req ured in respect 
of the period after May 15.” 

Mr. Cocks: “In view of the fact that 
no tixed dates. are set gown the 
delivery of the (arms, that the Arab 
Council held a meeting this week m 
Transjordan, and the reports trom Cairo, 
Syria, and Bagdad that action is con- 
templated in the next few days, will the 
right hon. gentleman suspend delivery of 
these arms or allow the Jews to have 
arms with which to defend themselves ? 


“Jews Better Armed” 


Mr. Bevin: “ From all my information 
about Palestine at. present, u seems to me 
that the Jews are the better armed of 
the two. but L cannot draw a distinchion, 
and | have no intention of interfering 
until I get the decision of the United 
Nations. From that I. refusé to move.” 

Mr. Cocks: “The right hon. gentie- 
man will let people be murdered before 
he arrests the murderer.’ 

Mr. Bevin: “ No. 1 appealed to both 
the Jews and the Arabs in London, and 
warned them that we would leave Paies- 
tine. We must remember that the British 
sergeants were not hanged from the tree 
by Arabs.” 

Mr. Edelman: “Is it not a fact that 
under the Anglo-Transjordan Treaty the 
arms of the Arab Legion may not be used 
in Palestine wil hout the consent ol His 
Government ? 

Mr. Bevin: “I must have notice of 
that question.” 

Dr. Segal: “‘ In view of the reports that 
British arms may be used, will the right 
hon. gentleman say whether His 
Majesty's Government intend to give any 
advice to King Abdullah to restrain him 
from taking any warlike acuion ? 

Mr. Bevin: “I do not think I should 
assume any such thing until King 
Abdullah indicates that he proposes to do 
it, Why should I assume that he is going 
to do these things? I have had no 
indication of it. [An hon. member: 
‘He said he was going to.] At the 
same time, | have had experience of othe: 
people taking this action.” 


INVASION THREAT 


Mr. Seymour Cocks asked the Secre- 
tary of State for Foreign Affairs 
whether his attention had been called to 
the public declaration by King Abdullah 
of Transjordan that after May 15 he 
intended to invade Palestine, and take 
military action against the Jews; and 
what steps he proposed to take on this 
announcement under the terms of our 
alliance with Transjordan. 


Mr. B. Janner (Lab., Leicester W.) 
asked the Secreiary of State for Forcign

Assimilation 


“Afier the doings of the land of Egypt, 
wherein ye dwelt, shall ye not dé; and 
after the doings of the land of Canaan, 
whither I bring you, shall ye not do; 
neither shall ye walk in their statutes.’"— 

(Leviticus xviii. 3). 


VENTS proved this to be anything 
but an unnecessary exhortation. 
Like his early ancestors, who were 
ick to adopt local customs even when 
— violated the principles of their faith, 
the Jew in the diaspora has usually been 
a ready assimilator and easily adapted 
himself to new surroundings. t 
characteristic may have been forced upon 
him by the instinct for self-preservation 
during his constant wandering from land 
to land. Although he is believed to be 
tribal and exclusive by nature, in fact 
there 1s MoO More Cosmopolitan figure in 
the world 

A sympathetic writer, Leroy-Beaulieu. 
has remarked, “ There is in every Jew a 
secret power of metamorphosis which has 
often amazed me. He is able to undergo 
any transformation while scarcely ever 
losing the impress of his race, just as be 
preserves on his body the mark of his 
religion. He has the remarkable faculty 
of taking on @ new skin, without at 
bottom ceasing to be a Jew. He is thus 
the man who modifies himself most. and 
yet changes least. In this respect, he is. 
perhaps, unique. There is something 
rotean in him. The ease with whic 
¢ transforms himself borders on the 
miraculous. He is like a metal in con- 
gtant state of fusion: he may be cast 
into any mould, and is able to assume 
any shape, without changing his sub- 


Stance.” 
characterisation refers to. the 
power of adaptability which dis- 


tingurshes the Jew. It fails to take into 
account the long trail of havoc wrought 
within the ranks of Jewry by the deadly 
evil of assimilation. The number who 
deserted their people and sank their 
identity among their neighbours is incal- 
guiabie. This process of disintegration 
Das gone on throughout the existence of 
the Jewish people. 

Ihe large majority of those who con- 
guituted the Northern Kingdom of Israe! 
disappeared in exile. In the first cen- 
tury. o.c.e., the city of Alexandria had a 
Jewish Community numbering nearly a 
milhon, but most of them fell victim to 
fhe iure of Hellenism, -which led to the 
Odvincration of their Judaism. At dil- 
terent periods in subsequent centuries, 
both in times of freedom and under the 
pressure of rehgious persecution, heavy 
casualties occurred in the battle for 
Jewish survival. 

In the modern era, which is reckoned 
as beginning with Moses Mendelssohn, 
the rate of desertion has accelerated. 
Ruppin. quotes an estimate that in the 
Dincieenth century 205,000 Jews adopted 

hristianity and he observes that “in 
ine twentieth century the number of 
bapiisms has increased everywhere.”’ 

he ravages of assimilation are only too 
evident at the present time. and seriously 
menace the tuture of the Jewish people. 
tLspecilly after the loss of nearly one- 
third of its effective strength in the Nazi 
campaign of extermination. the continu- 
ance of the fatal disease of assimilation 
must give cause for the gravest concern. 
Hicnce the warning of the text calls for 
the most earnest attention by all who 
have ihe future of Jewry at heart. 

Obedience to the distinctive laws com- 
municated to Israel is the one antidote 
to the poison. If that was true of a 
community leading an autonomous 
existence in nts own land, it 1s still more 
‘rue of a minority group living in an 
environment of different customs and 
thoughts In such circumstances it is 
mevitable that the human law of gravity 
applies, which tends to draw the minority 
into the majorny and level out differences 
between them: That urge can only be 
Contested by a conscious. effort. 


WITHOUT wilfully  exeriing such 
resistance, the Jew cannot help 
from his community. 

li sometimes happens that a counter- 
force saves him from the fate which he 
Ss too weak to avert by his own effort. 
The hostiity of his neighbours sweeps 
vim back into the Jewish haven. n 
1459, a book appeared entitled The 
Shortest Way with the Jews,” in which 
the author argued that the only method 
of bringing about the disappearance of 

: Jew is to leave him alone: he will 
then shed his differences and become 
absorbed in his environment. But the 
active attempt to bring abaut the end 
of Jewry as a distinguishable entity only 
has the opposite effect: it deepens the 
Jew sh consciousness and strengthens the 
Will to live qua Jew. 

Whether this be true or not, persecu- 
tion iS a bad preservative for a com- 
munity, and does’ not conduce to a 
healthy mentality. The best reason for 
the Jew to continue as a Jew is because 
he wishes to do so. He is conscious 
ot Dts lineage, and proud of it. He 
feasures the spiritual heritage which has 
ven commutted to his care, and longs 
to hand it unimpaired to the next genera- 
“on. He voluntarily rejects “ the doings 
of the land of Egypt and Canaan,” and 
chooses to keep the “ statutes and ordin- 


ances enjoined upon his’ 
eople. B 
them he lives.

report, and added: “Innocent peorle 
were suffering. We had to use our forces 
to compel a truce, and I think this was 
the correct action to take. 

“In Jerusalem, the United Nations, 
together with all the churches and reli- 
— bodies, were pressing for a truce, 

ut we found that attacks were being 
made particularly on one of the Arab 
quarters. We therefore stepped in and 
indicated that fighting would have to 
cease. 

“ We had also used all our influence 
to prevent invasion of Palestine by Arab 
countries. Although the excitement. in 
those countries, owing to the events in 
Palestine, is causing great difficulties, 
stores of invasion by them are not borne 
out by reports from our military repre- 
sentatives. 

“But our attitude has been to give 
clear warning to both sides that. while 
we remain responsible up to May 15, 
we cannot tolerate aggression. 

“It has been our policy not to force 
a decision which was unagreed by the 
two parties. But we have always made it 
clear that if there was agreement between 
the Jews and Arabs for a cease-fire order, 
or a temporary truce, or similar kind 
of mterim Government working towards 


@ final seiticment, and if we were 
approached by. all concerned to render 
assistance in conjunction with others—l 
repeal, in conjunction with others—ithis 
would create a new situation, and we 
should have to consider it very carefully. 
* But, | repeat, there fs no question of 
using our resources after May IS to 
enforce any kind of settlement against 
the wishes of either party. We feel that 
things have gone too far for any more 
theoretical debates on long-term solution 
“ The vital requirement now is that the 
shooting should be stopped, and some 
machinery established to provide an 
opportunity tor wise counsels to prevarl 
¢ are not unmundtul of the enormous 
difficulties facing moderate men at the 
moment, and there are moderates both 
among the Jews and Arabs who, we are 
satisfied, are longing for peace. On the 
other hand, it is easy for the extremists, 
particularly for those not in Palestine. io 
cry out tor radical solutions to be 
achieved by ruthless actions 
“ At this cleventh hour, I say to those 
working in the direction of a setuement 
let them not spare their efforts. With a 
crisis upon us, there is still time for 
moderation and reason to win, but in a 
few days it may be too late.” 


MEMBERS’ QUESTIONS ON PALESTINE 


The following are among recent ques- 
asked in Parliament: 


ARMS FOR ARABS 


Mr. Seymour Cocks (Lab.. Broxtowe) 
asked the Secretary of State for Foreign 
Aflairs whether, under the agreemenis 
to supply given quantities of arms 
io. the Arab States, His Majesty's 
Government had guaranteed to deliver 
those arms by certain fixed dates: and 
whether, in view of the publicly 
announced intention of those States, o1 
some of them, to invade Palestine after 
May 15. he would suspend for a period 
further deliveries of such arms 

Mr. Bevin: “ The answer to the first 
part of the question is * No, Sir. But | 
must point out that the Governments 
concerned, who are under an obhgauion 
to ensure that the armament and essen- 
tial equipment of their forces shall not 
differ im type from those of our own 
forces, naturally. expect that when they 
place contracis in this country we shall 
carry out the contracts as speedily as 1s 
technically possible. 

* With regard to the second part of the 
question, it is impossible to forecast the 
outcome of the United Nations discus- 
sions on Palestine, and the future of the 
country so uncerlain that it is impos- 
sible to take decisions now as to. the 
action which may be required in respect 
of the period after May 15. 

Mr. Cocks “In view oO! the fact that 
no fixed dates. are set down for the 
delivery of the. arms, that the Arab 
Council! held a meeting this week wm 
[ransjordan, and the reports from Cairo, 
Syria, and Bagdad that action is_ con- 
templated in the next few days, will the 
right hon. gentleman suspend delivery of 
these arms or allow the Jews to have 


arms with which to defend themseTves ? © 


“Jews Better Armed” 


Mr. Bevin: “ From all my information 
about Palesune at present, it seems to me 
that the Jews are the better armed ol 
the two. but I cannot draw a distinction, 
and | have no intention of interfering 
uniit | get the decision of the United 
Nations. From that I refuse to move.” 

Mr. Cocks: “ The nght hon. gentle- 
man will let people be murdered before 
he arrests the murderer.” 

Mr. Bevin: “ No. | appealed to both 
the Jews and the Arabs in London, and 


warned them that we would leave Pales- ' 


tine. We must remember that the British 
sergeanis were not hanged from the tree 
by Arabs.” 

“Mr. Edelman: “ fs it not. a fact that 
under the Angto-Transjordan Treaty the 
arms of the Arab Legion may not be used 
in Palestine without the consent of His 
Maiesty’s Government ? 

Mr: Bevin: “If must have notice of 
that question.” 

Dr. Segal: ** In view of the reports that 
British arms may be used,, will the right 
hon. genileman whether His 
Majesty's Government intend to give any 
advice to King Abdullah to restrain him 
from taking any warlike action ? © 

Mr. Bevin: “I do not think I should 
assume any such thing until King 
Abdullah indicates that he proposes to do 
it. Why should I assume that he ts going 
to do these things? I have had no 
indication of #. [An hon. member: 
‘He said he was going to.] At the 
same time, | have had experience of other 
people taking this action.” 


INVASION THREAT 


Mr. Seymour Cocks asked the Secre- 
tary of State for Foreign Affairs 
whether his attention had been called. to 
the public declaration by King Abdullah 
of exten Beever that after May 15 he 
intended to invade Palestine, and take 
military action against the Jews; and 
what steps he proposed to take on this 
announcement under the terms of our 
alliance with Transjordan. 


Mr. B. Janner (Lab., Leicester W) 
asked the Secreiary of State for Foreign 
Affairs what the position of the Arab 
Legion would be on the termination of 
the Mandate for Palestine: whether, by 
then. i would have evacuated from 
Palestine completely: and whether 
would still be subsidised by Great Britain. 
and commanded by British officers 

Mr. Bevin: “ My attention has been 
drawn to Press reports of April 23-of a 
declaration by King Abdullah in 
ense. | do not see what steps under the 
terms of our alliance with Transjordar 
this announcement requires. As regards 
the Arab Legion, the intention is that its 
withdrawal from Palestine should - be 
completed before the termination of the 
Mandaic. His Majesty's Government are 
obliged by the treaty to pay a subsidy to 
Transjordan in respect of the Arab Legion 
and to provide certain British service per- 
sonnel for service with that-torce. These 
obligations will still be im torce after the 
termination of the Mandate for Palestme 
The . treaty provides Ol] course, that 
nothing im mt shall prejudice the righ 
and obligations devolving on enher party 
under the United Nations Charter 


Transjordan Treaty lerms 


Mr. Cocks: “Ts it not a fact tha 
our treaty Of alliance wiih [ransjorda 
that country agrees not to adopt an a 
tude that might create difficulties tor us 


and to concert with us to seitie disput 
by peaccful means according to the Cha 
ter of the United Nations ? In view 


that fact, would not the Foreign Secre 
tary draw King Abdullahs attenti 
these clauses in order that tf action o! 
that sort is to be contemplated, the prov: 
sions of the treaty im regard to consulta 
tion should come into force ? © 

Mr. Bevin: “ Certainly, we. shall have 
consultations. but 1 must remind my hor 
friend that the admission of Transjordan 
to the United Nations has been vetoed 
every time. 

Mi: Benn Levy (Lab.. Eton and 
Slough): “Is the supply of British equip 
ment. money, and officers to continue 
to Transjordania ‘irrespective of whom 
they may elect to attack ? © 


Promise Refused 


Mr. Bevin: “ This matter is before the 
United Nations, and | must await the 
result of the discussions going on. I am 
not going to be drawn imto any promuse 
or commitment about this Transjordania 
Force until | know the final decision of 
the United Nations.” 

Mr. Cocks: “Is it not a fact that the 
Treaty of Alliance has nothing whatever 
to do with the membership of Trans- 
jordania of the United Nations? _ Is it 
not a fact also that, in Article 1, Trans- 
jordania agrees not to adopt in regard to 
foreign countries an attitude which ts 
inconsistent with the alliance and might 
create difficulties for the other party ? 
May I ask the Foreign Secretary whether 
he has drawn the attention of the Trans- 
jordanian Government to .the terms of 
that Article?”’ 

Mr. Bevin: “ Those terms have not 
heen violated or intended to be violated 
by Transjordania. I do not propose to 
draw their attention to the matter until I 
have the result of the consideration Dy 
the United Nations. hen | have i 
then | must examine the whole probiem.—

Informed observers 
believe thal, since partion, to a great 
extent, 1s already im exisience, Jews and 
Arabs will be left to govern and to 
protect the terntories now under their 
control, and that consideration of the 
Trusteeship proposal—or any alternative 
plan that may replace t—will be post- 
poned to the next regular session of the 
General Assembly in Paris in the sum- 
met By that time, tt is hoped, the 
contending parties might show a greater 
willingness to accept a United Nations 
decision. 

There is much speculation with regard 
to the appointment as U.S. Asssstan: 


Secretary of State for Palestinian Affairs 
of Major-General Joho Hilldring. This 
1s the time in | history that 
a special assistant has been appointed 
specifically to deal with a situation in any 
one gon General Hilidring, who 
was a member of the United States dele- 
gation to the Assembly last autumn, has 
always been strongly in favour of par- 
uuen. On the eve of his appomtment, 
he declared in San Fransisco: “1 am 
convinced that any attempt to bnng 
about peace in the Holy Land at the cost 
of abandoning partition will increase 
rather than lessen disorder and bilood- 
—— and that it is doomed to failure in 
advance. 


U.S. Policy Unchanged 7? 

Some supporters of partition believe 
that General Hilldring’s appointment 
heraids yet another change in American 
policy, and thai the United States will 
revert to support of partition. The 
eneral fecling, however. is that there will 

no important change m the pear 
future in American policy in regard to 
Palestine 

There has been some comment on the 
refusal by the President of the Security 
Council, Dr. Alfonso Lopez, to make 

blic the text of a gos ares from the 

Truce Commussion in Palestine, accord- 
ing to which the attitude of the Jewish 
Agency on the question of a truce was 
more conciliatory, whereas the Arab 
Higher Commitiece gave no indication of 
any willingness to negotiate. Dr. Lopez 
had, on the previous day. suppressed a 
message trom the Belgian. French, and 
Unned States consuls in Jerusalem stating 
that the Jewish Agency had sent a repre- 
sentative to discuss truce terms while the 
Arabs had declined to do so

Economic Bureau in 
London 


[By a Jewisn Curonicte Reporter] 


Dr. Joseph Fisch has arrived in this 
country to take over the direction of 
the Economic Bureau for Palestine in 
London. m succession to Mr. Martin 
Lederman, who has resigned. 

The Bureau was set up in April, 1946, 
by the Jewnsh Agency, in conjunction 
with the Manufacturers’ Association of 
Paiesune, the Jewish Chambers of Com- 
merce in Tel-Aviv and Haifa, and the 
Anglo-Palestine Bank 

its purpose is to be a link for import 
and export trade between Britain and her 
Domimons on the one hand and Pales- 
tine 

The Palestine Government appointed 
no commercial attachés, with the excep- 
tion of one in Cairo and, for a short 
time, one in Beirut. In spite of the diffi- 
culues of the political situation, which 
Dr. Fisch beheves to be transitory. 
Palestine still represents an important 
market for British goods. 


Exports and Imports 


n the last ten months of 1947, 
£15.000.000 of goods were exported from 
this country to Palestine. On the other 
hand, Palestine’s citrus products, both 
iresh and concentrated and wine 
were available for Britain, which. it 
hoped, will remain the principal cus- 
tomer for those commodities. Britain's 
imports from Palestine during the same 
period amounted to £6,000,000 

With the end of the Mandaic, and the 
hoped for settlement of political prob- 
lems and currency difficulties, Jewish 
Paiestine hopes to continue and even 
increase trading relauons wih — this

THE BRANDEIS UNIVERSITY 


By AMERICANUS 


BRANDEIS UNIVERSITY, named in 
honour of the late American 
Supreme Court Justice and Jewish leader, 
Louis D. Branders, s scheduled to start 
classes in October of this year in 
Waltham. Massachusetts, a suburb of 
Boston. When nu was founded, the 
university was intended to have the dis- 
tinction of being the first institution of 
general higher in this country 
to be sponsored by “American Jewry.’ 
Since the school does not have a presi- 
dent yet, nor a complete faculty, nor, of 
course, any graduates, it is sull too early 
to evaluate it as a centre of education. 
But its history to date unhappily illumi- 
nates some of the chaotic elements in 
American Jewish life, and may not augur 
well for its future. 

In 1946, the Albert Ei:mstein Founda- 
tion for Higher Learning was formed to 
establish a university that would not, in 
the manner of some American univer- 
sities, exclude students from education 
there because of such irrelevances as 
colour of skin, rehgion, of national 
Einstein, in lending his sup- 
port to the project, declared: “ Such an 
institution, provided it is of a thgh 
standard, will improve our situation a 
good deal and will satisfy a real need. 
As is well known, under present circum- 
stances, many of our gifted youth are 
themselves denied the cultural and pro- 
fessional education they are looking for.” 
Ihe project was widely backed by 
prominent Jews and non-Jews. 


Squabbles 


“ Squabbles,” to use the word of Dr. 
Stephen S. Wise, began immediately. It 
was alleged that such a university would 
make the lot of young Jews worse in 
America, since schools that did admit a 
restricted few might drop them alto- 
gether because the Jews now had “ their 
own school.” Dr. Israel Goldstein, the 
first President of the Foundation, a 
prominent New York City Rabbi, and 
President of the Jewish Concihation 
Board of America, resigned as the result 
of a difference with Einstein over public 
relauons and the selection of a faculty, 
im order to ensure Einstein's remaining 
with the Foundation. There was bicker- 
ing over whether a Jewish veterinary 
surgeon, probably the. most promunent 
person im that field in the country, should 
be the first faculty member appointed 
(some argued that a Gentile would be 
better as the first appomiment); over 
whether the Veterinary School should be 
opened at all, since it had not achieved a 
respectable professional level; and over 
who should choose the President and who 
he should be. The required endowment 
was raised from $6,000,000 to $15,000,000, 
and the original date of opening the 
school had to be advanced. There were 
lrequent upheavals on the board of 
directors. “Public relations,” or the 
fund-raising approach, was in a state 
of constant revision. 

The widely publicised quarrels—the 
general Press was as interested as the 
Jewish Press—reached their climax with 
the resignation of Einstem from. the 
Foundation and the withdrawal of his 
name. It seems that the Einstein faction 
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wanted to appoint Harold J. Laski as the 
first President of the University.  Al- 
though Mr. Laski declined the offer, 
some of the philanthropists on the 
Foundation were highly indignant that it 
had ever even been made to a non- 
American, who was also a “ radical.” 
Prof. Einstein, recalling that crucial clause 
in his statement, “. . . provided it is of 
a high standard .. .,” indicated that he 
was dissatisfied with the low level of the 
Veterinary School and severed, to quote 
him, “ . @ connection from which no 
good was to be expected for the com- 
munity 

Thereupon, the Foundation was given 
Brandeis’s name, with the approval of 
his daughter, Susan P. Brandeis. (It had 
already been decided to name the univer- 
sity after Brandeis.) 


Just Another University 


As it stands now, Brandeis University 
will simply be just another university, 
sponsored and supported by individual 
Jews. It will open with a liberal arts 
college and a veterinary college, although 
at present even this does not appear to 
be certain. Eventually, there should be 
a medical school. Admission will be solely 
on mer The University has taken over 
the grounds, buildings, and right to 
grant higher degrees from Middlesex 
University, a defunct Massachusetts 
university. It has a provost, Max R. 
Grossman, former director of the Boston 
University School of Journalism and a 
former newspaperman, who seems to be 
handling current public relations on the 
policy that, after all this time, silence 
is surely golden. A faculty is being 
recruited busily, and about 500 students. 
men and women, are expected to enrol 
in the first class. 

All in all, there 1s nothing remarkable 
about the school, except perhaps its 
story to date. Jews have no great difh- 
culty in getting a basic college education. 
Ot course, there is a place in America 
for a medical school which would accept 
or reject Jews and others on the basis of 
their fitness, but Brandeis University, on 
its own admission, is a long way from 
having such a school. In addition, 
medical schools are beginning to feel the 
public pressure against their conspira- 
torial mumerus clausus against Jews, and 
will probably have to relax it. Finally, 
there 18 no novelty in Jews backing a 
university, since many great American 
schools have received sObstantial grants 
from Jews. 


POALE ZION 
May Day Celebrations

Mr. Maurice Orbach, M-P. for East 
Willesden, said that the Great Powers 
were. threatening the existence of the 
United Nations and demonstrating their 
disregard of that body. May Day was 
saddened not only by the news from 
Palestine but also by the news in this 
country. The recrudescence of Fascist 
activity in this country, culminating in 
a party preaching hatred and the destruc- 
on of democracy being given protec- 
tron by the forces of a democratic State, 
was an awful portent of what might 
happen in the near future. 

Mr. Maurice Rosetté said that the Jews 
were adherering to the decision taken on 
November 29 and would set up a Jewish 
Government on May 16. We were going 
to be the one people who would stand 
for justice and for integrity in imier- 
national law. 

Mrs. Naomi Greenberg spoke on 
behalf of the Zionist Women’s Labour 
Organisation, and Mr. Chaim Pinner 
brought greetings from the Young Poale 
Zion,

D.P. IMMIGRATION TO 
UNITED STATES 


Compromise Bill Passed 
by Judiciary Committee 
[From our Own Correspondent] 


WASHINGTON 

A compromise Bill to admit 200,000 
D.P.s from Europe imo the United 
States within a period of two years, 
passed its first big hurdle when the 
House of Represeniatives’ Judiciary 
Committee approved the Bill and sent 
it to the House for action. This is the 
first major break in the deadlock over 
the issue. 

According to the Bill, the D.P.s would 
be charged to future immigration quotas 
of their countries of origin. Some 
15,000 former D.P.s now in the United 
Siates on a temporary basis will be 
allowed to remain there permanenily. The 
Bill defines as a D.P, any person residing 
in the American, British, or French zones 
of Germany or Austria, or’ in Italy, on 
April 21, 1947, who faces religious or 
political persecution in his couniry of 
origin, 

Priority Groups 


Priority groups will. be established 
for the purpose of preferences in admit- 
tance. First choice will be given to 
farm labour, doctors, dentists, nurses. 
domestics, construction workers. cloth- 
ing workers, and persons possessing 
special educational or scientific qualifica- 
tions. Second choice will be given to 
those. who are blood relatives of United 
States cilizens.

“LONDON LIFE WILL BE BRIGHTER 


WHEN FULL CEREMONIAL RETURNS

"LIFE EVERYWHERE WILL BE 
BRIGHTER WHEN AMPLE SUPPLIES 
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THE most gratifying aspect of the Palestine 
scene during the past week has been the 
lull in the fighting The Jewish Agency 
deserves credit for the part it has played tn 
ordering a cease fire for the Old City of 
Jerusalem. If the Arabs can be persuaded 
by the British authorities, the Red Cross, 
and the Consular Commission to accede to 
their suggestion, the truce which 1s being 
negotiated for the area within the Walls may 
now be extended to include the whole of 
the Jerusalem municipal district In the 
wider sphere, although the prospects of a 
successful conclusion are by no means 
bright, the efforts of all those who are striv- 
ing to prevent open warfare in Palestine will 
be followed with deep sympathy by men 
of good will throughout the world. In this 
connection, the manner in which British 
policy has swung suddenly from barren 
negation to positive action has naturally 
created considerable astonishment and has 
denonstrated once again the flexibility of 
British diplomacy It is not surprising that 
the unexpected arrival of British fighting 
troops at the same moment as the main 
body of the Army in Palestine ts entering on 
the last stage of its evacuahon operation 
has called forth sarcastic comments. Nor ts 
the Government's explanation—whatever its 
justification—that these troops are needed to 
cover the withdrawal of a force which 
includes the redoubtable 6th Airborne Drvi- 
sion and a Guards Brigade likely fully to 
satisfy a mystified public opinion. Indeed, it 
clearly did-not satisfy Mr. R. A. Butler when 
he replied to Mr. Bevin’s speech in the House 
of Commons on Tuesday 


The British Government's new-found 
enthusiasm to lead the United Nations in 
achieving a truce in Palestine, while it should 
not be disparaged, contrasts sharply with 
their hitherto callous attitude in regard to 
the country’s future after the termination of 
the Mandate Is the explanation to be 
found in. a sudden. awareness of their 
responsibilities, or has it, perhaps, been 
induced by the revelation of the weakness 
of the Arab horse which they have been so 
heavily backing ? 


Ihe fluidity of the whole Palestine 
ensemble is remarkable. Parallel with the 
change in the British approach ts the new 
direction of American policy implied by the 
appointment of the strongly pro-Zionist 
General Hilldring as Assistant Secretary of 
State for Palestine Affairs Fortified by its 
notable military successes on the Jerusalem 
road, and at Haita, Jatla, Katamon, and 
elsewhere, the Jewish Agency's diplomacy 
seems to be moving into a favourable con- 
junction. Its leaders will require all their 
resourcefulness to overcome the great difh- 
culties which lie ahead: As the acknow- 
ledeved representatives of the Yishuv, who 
will very shortly be launching the Jewish 
ship of Statehood upon the troubled waters 
of the world, they will enhance stul further 
their prestige if they, too, are able to exhibit 
such a degree of flexibility. as will provide 
the greatest opportunity for bringing peace 
to Palestine. 


in the Commons debate on Tuesday, the 
Foreign Secretary made quite 
gratuitous remarks about aggression by 
Jews, while apparently overlooking the piv- 
vocation to which they had been put by 
Arab attacks. Mr. Bevin’s idiosyncrasies 
are becoming. well known, and, in dealing 
with them, there is not a little to be said in 
favour Of matntarmning a dignified silence. 
More particularly sinee, if this instance, the 
Foreign Secretary continued with an urgent 
and sincere appeal “ to those working in the 
direction of a settlement: let them not spare 
their efforts ; with a crisis upon us, there is 
stil} time for moderation and reason to win, 
but in a few days it may be too late.” Cer- 
tainly. time is very. short, and what Mr. 
Butler called the Government's “lack of 
foresight and dilatoriness ” have not made 
the task any easier. But if Mr.. Bevin will 
continue to exert himself to the utmost to 
prevent acts of Arab aggression, we have no 
doubt that the Jewrsh leaders wil respond in 
the same spirit, 


A LESSON OF BOGOTA 


THE recent riots in Bogota, which were 
designed to discomfit the Colombian 
Government and break up the Pan-Ameri- 
can Conference, have been denounced as the 
work of Communist agents. Ihe evidence 
is not quite conclusive, and su seasoned a 
student of affairs as Mr. Walter Lippman 
has uttered a warning against prima-facie 
assumptions on the matter. Nor, in the 
absence of definite proof, is it possible to 
draw conclusions from the fact that (as 
reported in this paper) virtually all Jewish 
business establishments in Bogota were 
wrecked during the upheaval. It is probable 
that on this occasion Jews suffered because 
they happened to be business men rather 
than because they were Jews. At the saine 
time, it is well to remember that specific 
anti-Jewish outbreaks have occurred in the 
Colombian capital before. As recently as 
two years ago, organised gangs attacked 
Jews in the streets, smashed Jewish shops, 
and desecrated the local synagogue. The 
police were then reliably reported to be 
unable to curb the gangsters, and Jewish 
businesses remained closed for two days. 
Those small-scale pogroms were condemned 
by the President of the Republic, who 
declared them to be “ contrary to the demo- 
cratic spirit of our country.” The Press 
also attracted § attention through _ the 
unanimity with which it denounced the 
anti-Jewish lawlessness. Yet, however gratify- 
ing their expression might have been, such 
denunciations must be received with some 
reserve. It is as true of the Colombian 
Government as of virtually every other 
Government in South America that at one 
time or another it has taken anti-Jewish 
action and thus either created or increased 
the unmistakable sense of insecurity which 
pervades all sections of South American 
Jewry. A pisfound shock was felt some 
time ago when, for example, the Colombian 
authorities flatly and formally retused an 
application by the Montefiore Jewish Society 
of Bogota for the status of a “ juridical 
person.” because, so it was declared, the 
principles of Judaism were “contrary. to 
Christian morality ~ and ought not to be 
publicly propagated. Much time had to be 
spent and great eflorts expended to obtain 
a reversal of that incredible decision 

But the delicate position of the Jews has 
been revealed mainly through the settlement, 
in recent years, of a comparatively large 
number of refugees. Among the 6,000 Jews 
in Colombia (in a total population of nine 
and a half millions—or a percentage of 
0.06), 3,000 arrived from Germany. dur- 
ing the last ten years, and half of them 
live in the capital, It is probably they who 
bore the brunt of the recent banditry tn 
Bogota. As in other South American 
countries, the refugees have more than 
repaid the hospitality granted them; they 
have enriched Colombia by introducing new 
skills and hitherto unknown trades—boons 
which should be thoroughly welcome in the 
increasingly vital process of South America’s 
industrialisation, which was duly emphasised 
at the Bogota Conference by both Mr. 
Marshall and the Colombian President, Dr. 
Ospina. If Colombia is to-day m a position 
to manufacture textiles, furniture, leather 
goods, soap, and cosmetics, it 1s in no small 
measure due to the initiative of its Jews. 
A notable Colombian journalist, Sefior 
Cano, readily acknowledges as “ one of the 
few real benefits the country owes to the 
war” the fact that Colombia received 
“European = scientists, technicians, and 
specialists in many branches of industry, 
whose Knowledge and energy will be ex- 
tremely valuable,” and according to the 
Vice-President of the Colombian Senate, 
Sefior Jorge Peralta, “the Jewish immi- 
grants are fulfilling a progressive function 
which will yield fruits in Colombia much 
earlier than expected, as was the case in 
Chile and in Argentina, too, in both the 
cultural and economic sense.” As_ this 
simple truth is not always understood even 
in countries far less backward than Colom- 
bia, it is not surprising that the native 
traders should have done as much as 
jealousy and greed permitted to denigrate 
the new arrivals. Supported by a good 
deal of the medieval bigotry whose 
poison was introduced by the Inquisi- 
tion and which frowns upon: Jews as 
“the murderers of God,” they have 
frequently managed to prevail upon news- 
papers, including so-called “liberal” jour- 
nals, to attack the Jews as “ usurers” 
and generally as “undesirable elements.” 
Either in deference to the traders’ clamour 


or from a failure to appreciate the national 
advantage, a former member of the Govern- 
ment, too, Lopez de Mesa, deemed it neces- 
sary for Jewish immigrants to be treated 
with great “ discretion,’ because “ their skill 
wil displace the natives within a short time, 
and extensive immigration would give rise 
to imsoluble conflicts in the Colombian 
economy.” 


The battle for and against these views is 
still undecided. It is by no means impos- 
sible that the Bogota riots were an incident 
in that battle. Certainly the active anti- 
Jewish faction in Colombia fully answers 
the description of those forces which Presi- 
dent Ospina has denounced as “ opposed’ 
to the principles of democracy and to the 
inspiration of Christianity.” 


LEST WE FORGET 


To-mMoRROW 1s the third anniversary of VE 
Day, for May 8, 1945, marked the uncondi- 
tional surrender of Germany to the victorious 
Allies. Never can we cease to be profoundly 
thankful to Providence for that deliverance of 
mankind from Nazi barbarism. Yet the high 
hopes and promises which were born in the 
hour of victory have since been doomed to 
bitterest disappointment. The world has not 
moved forward from the shadow of war into 
the sunlight of assured peace and security. It 
is riven with discontent and fear, and menaced 
by the threat of future armed conflict more 
terrible than ever before in human history. 
National rivalries and power politics have 
jeopardised the work of the United Nations, 
upon which depends not only the progress but 
also the existence of civilisation. In such an 
atmosphere of intolerance and inhumanity, 
ews, as always, from their position as a 


scattered minority among the nations, are 


among the chief victims. The sufferings of the 
people of Israel remain as a chalienge to the 
world’s conscience. War-time professions of 
sympathy have evaporated and proved unavail- 
ing to bring any lasting relief to the pitiful 
remnant of European Jewry. The pictures 
which we publish on the opposite page are a 
reminder that many thousands of our hapless 
brethren still languish in the D.P. camps of the 
Continent. They are being tended by the loving 
and devoted care of the selfless workers of the 
Jewish Committee for Relief Abroad, the 
American Jewish Jomt Distribution Committee, 
and other similar organisations. But it Is a 
hideous reflection upon a so-called “ Christian ” 
civilisation, that, three years after the Alhed 
victory, the D.P.s should still be thus. segre- 
gated as homeless outcasts. It is not surprising 
that the overwhelming majority of them see no 
hope of redemption except by mass immigra- 
tion to Palestine. This hope is still rendered 
futile by the temporising and vacillation of 
those Great Powers which could have effec- 
tively implemented the declared policy of the 
United Nations. It was evidently with a view to 
relieving the pressure on Palestine and on 
humanitarian grounds that Mr. Creech Jones 
was moved, at Lake Success this week,.to call 
for vigorous action by all member States 
on the dispiaced persons problem. Some siight 
evidence, too, of belated action is afforded in 
the news which we. print this week from our 
Correspondent at Washington, both as regards 
the Bill to admit 200,000 D.P.s now before 
the American House of Representatives. and 
also in. connection with the LR.O.’s. work.

THE ARCHBISHOP OF YORK 


THE situation in Palestine, and particularly 
the alleged crimes of the Jews tn that country, 
appear to occupy in the mind of the Archbishop 
of York that predominating part that was filled 
in the brain of Mr. Dick by King Charles's 
head. Not only in the House of Lords, but also 
on secular platforms and in his diocesan letters, 


Dr. Garbett is constantly concerned with this 


matter. In the latest issue of the York Diocesan 
leaflet, he writes: “ We gave the Jews a home 
in Palestine. . . . But, not content with a home, 
they demanded a State, and to enforce this they 
used murder and lying propaganda.” One can- 
not regard. lightly this kind of distortion by a 
man in the Archbishop's position, who cannot 
plead the excuse of ignorance, and must, there- 
fore, be charged with deliberate misrepresenta- 
tion. Britain did not “ give” the Jews a home 
in Palestine; through the Balfour Declaration 
and the 52-Nations’ Mandate she undertook to 
see to the satisfactory fulfilment of an inter- 
nationally sponsored promise, and has been 
obliged to relinquish her task uncompleted. 
In the second place, the Jewish demand 
for a State is a _ development that” was 
understood by British statesmen even at 
the time of the Balfour Declaration, and it 
has received a natural impetus through the 
virtual abrogation of the Balfour Declaration 
by the White Paper of disgraceful memory.

Sir Leon Simon's 
Translation 


Ahad Ha-Am: Essays, Letters, 
Memoirs. Translated from the Hebrew 
and edited by Leon Simon. East and 
West Library. 12s. 6d.

Sir Leon Simon has for a long time 
been the interpreter and popylariser of 
Ahad Ha-Am’s ideas in this country. In 
the Zionist Federation, in the Habonim 
movement, which he helped to found, 
and particularly in the Tarbut organisa- 
tion, he laboured to put the master's con- 
cept of the “ Revival of the Spirit ” into 
action. No one else could fittingly have 
edited this volume. Here we find again 
the brilliancy of translation technique by 
which Sir Leon turns the often difficult 
Hebrew prose into clear, elegant Engl sh 
while “oes every nuance of the 
original thought, that happy gift of word 
and phrase that has made his earlier 
translations minor classics of English. A 
S0-page introduction the reader 
into the world and thought of Asher Ginz- 
berg. the Russian “ Baal Ha-Bayit,.’ who 
achieved in himself a blending of Judaism 
and European culiure as no one before 
him. Selections from 14 of his chicf 
essays give a remarkably complete pic- 
ture of his Zionist philosophy. This is 
supplemented by extracts from his letters 
(from which these are the first transla- 
tions into English ever to appear) and 
autobiography. 


Critic, Not Politician 


Ahad Ha-Am was a critic, not a. poli- 
tician. His one attempt to create a 
political organisation, the Benei Moshe, 
failed: indeed, a movement based on his 
ideas alone is almost unthinkable. His 
ideas, however, have been gradually 
penctrating into the fabric of our 
Zionism, and many of his warnings and 
suveestions are sull valid. His greatest 
importance lies in his analysis of life in 
the Galut, an analysis which is as true 
of the Anglo-Saxon world of to-day as 
of the Russian Pale. of Settlement 450 
years ago. For everyone who desires to 
think clearly on the Jewish problem, 
Ahad Ha-Am is an indispensable guide. 
Though he lived in England for years, 
and many of the staunchest adherents of 
his ideas have come from the Anglo- 
Saxon countries, no complete translation 
of his essays is available in English. 
Until we get n, this book—beautifully 
printed and bound, as we are accustomed 
with the East and West Library—will be 
a reliable introduction to the thought of 
one of the greatest Jews of modern umes. 


PAPERS ON EDUCATION 


In Jewish Education in Time of Total 
War, Dr. Nathan Morris has collected 
some of his imspiring addresses and 
reports during the war and post-war 
years. Appropnately divided into two 
secuons——"* Crisis” and Reconstruc- 
tion —this constitutes a remarkable 
record of planning and achievement. 
Supplementing it is a pamphlet, Jewish 
Religious Education—Must it Fail ?, 
issued by the Central Council and outlin- 
ing us future programme, which has been 
prepared for the forthcoming Communal 
Conference.

The Rape of Palestine, by William B.

“ JOSEPHUS AND THE WAR 
IN PALESTINE” 


To the Editor of Tue JewisH CHRONICLE 


Sir,—The comparisons drawn by Pro- 
fessor Norman Bentwich in your tssue 
of April 23, between the present situa- 
tion in Palestine and that obtaining in 
Josephus’ time, though superficially 
attractive, can hardly be maintained on 
closer. scrutiny. The Zealots and Sicaru 
may. indeed, be regarded as the proto- 
types of the Irgun and Stern Gang; but 
Hagana is a national defence army, not 
a revolutionary group. The ancient 
Zealots actively opposed the Romans 
with arms in hand; Hagana has rarely 
offered more than political—or, at most, 
passive military—resistance to the British. 
The enmity obtaining between Jews and 
Hellenised Syrians was primarily politico- 
religious; that between Jews and Arabs 
is politico-social. The mutual hostility 
of Zealot and Syrian was fundamental 
and well-nigh irreconcilable; that of 
Jew and Arab is artificial and fanned 
by socially backward elements. 

Finally. Britain cannot be compared 


with Josephus’ Rome. Rome was an ex- 
panding world power, unchallenged and 
unchaliengeable. Occasional feeble 
attempts to wrest frontier provinces from 
her were doomed to failure. Britain, on 
the other hand, is a declining Imperial 
Power, challenged not only by the grow- 
ing strength of the Soviet Union, but also 
by the unprecedented awakening of non- 
European subject peoples Above all, 
ancient Rome never considered tor a 
moment relinquishing her suzerainty over 
Palestine, whereas Britain, wiser than 
her predecessors, has come to realise that 
undivided authority may be too costly to 
be worth while. 

Professor Bentwich's sombre advice to 
go back to Josephus is irrelevant to the 
present situation The problem faced 
by the Yishuv is not resistance or sub- 
mission, but survival. The Yishuv can- 
not surrender to the Muftis tender 
mercies without being confronted with 
the prospect of utter annihilation. 

Historical comparisons are frequently 
mistaken and are liable to lead to wrong 
conclusions. History does not always 
repeat itself, M. A®BERBACH.

An address on the work of marriage 
gui dat nce was given by Mr. Reginald 
Pesicll, Secretary of the London Marriage 
Guidanc e Council, and Mayor of Stoke 
Newington. The obvious iniclligent solu- 
uuon, he declared, was to provide a kind 
of efficient “ hosptial” service, in which 
every marrage in difficulty could be given 


a tair Chance of bemg diagnosed in such 
&@ Way as to get to the root cause of the 
trouble Having got that far. the 


paruies could then meet some competent 
‘surgeon or “ physician” who could 
help them to remove the cause of the 
difficulty 

Mr. Pesiell said i Was essential that 
on the pe of consultants they should 
include experts in their own particular 
held 

The actual work of the centre was 
carned on as quietiy and unobtrusively 
as possible. All their experience tended 
to show that in the future the emphasis 
would have to be shifted from the 
remedial side to the preventive 


Education for Family Life 


If they decided to develop some kind 
of marriage guidance activity, Mr. Pestell 
hoped they would not neglect the fact 
that alongside of it they must develop 
and maintain the education for a family 
life 

The whole basis of marriage guidance, 
Mr. Pestell said in answer to a ques ion, 
was tounded on a deep religious con- 
yviction., 

The conference discussed the organisa- 
tion and machinery needed in the Jewish 
Community to deal with marriage 


guidance 
He thought, said the Rev. Arthur 
Super, that marriage guidance must come 


from the older people who had success- 
fully undergone the marriage experience 
and who could, therefore, speak wih 
authority. They should try to discover 
whether there were any specific Jewish 
factors which came into the probiem of 
marriage—and he thought there were 
If they were going to set up such an 
organisation, and it was to be useful, it 
should be put on a proper professional 
basis. 

Davan H. M.. Lazarus, the 
for the Chief Rabbi, recalled that when 
he was a Minister -he used to talk to a 
class of growing boys and giris on various 
subjects and that he had free discussions 
with them. These talks had heiped the 
young people enormously, and the result 
was that a good many of them were his 
confidants. Children. however young 
they might be, should be treaicd§ as 
persons. Adults should not dominate 
them, but rather teach them gently the 
fundamental principles of life. Then 
they. would have religious ethics, love, 
and happiness 

Mr. Finestein (Inter-University Jewish 
Federation) said the impression had got 
about that this was a Jewish Board. ol 
Guardians’ venture. The Board was 
associated with certain types of activity, 
all of which were most laudable but did 
not encourage any married couples to go 
to the Board for advice 

Mr. Karminski made it clear that it 
was not a Board of Guardians venture 
in any sénse. The Board was merely one 
of the sponsors and would be one of the 
supporters of the venture

Lack of Personnel 


Their difficulty in setting up a Jewish 
Marriage Guidance Council was the lack 
of trained personnel. If they did not 
have an expert dealing with the various 
facets to which Mr. Pestell had referred 
some of the advice which those about to 
marry would receive, would be extremely 
dangerous, because it would not be right. 

If they. were going to have marriage 
guidance in their community, he went on, 
were they going to set up a council on 


their own or were they going to attach 
themselves to’ the London Marriage 
Guidance Council. He had asked Mr. 


Pestell whether many Jews came to. his 
Council, and he replied that a large 
number did.

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SHOCHTIM WITHDRAW STRIKE THREAT 


Request for 
To the Editor of THe Jewtsn CHRONICLE 
From Mr, J. FREILICH 


Sixr.—Your correspondent, Mr. Lionel 
Cohen, Vice-President of the Board of 
Shechita, has given his version of the 
long and protracted negotiations between 
his Board and the Agudath Hashocht.m 
V’Hashomrim, during the past five years. 
This version might have been more con- 
vincing had it been supplemented by the 
long-awaited report of the Commission 
of Inquiry set up by the Board. This 
report, which commenced gloriously with 
a veritable fanfare, and represented 
months of laborious work by a body 
of competent, conscientious, and inde- 
pendent businessmen and well-known 
communal leaders, appears to have ended 
ingloriously in the waste-paper basket. 
Would not the present moment, it is per- 
tinent to ask, be the most opportune for 
its publication? 

At the moment, owing to the interven- 
tion of the Beth Din, the moderate 
elements of the Agudah have regained 
ascendancy and the threatened action has 
been deferred pending a request to the 
Board for further negotiations. The 
matter as far as Shochtim are concerned 
is thus sub judice. We do not, there- 
fore, propose at this juncture to follow 
Mr. Lionel Cohen's unconventional 
example of stating the case for the 
Shochtum in full. (We should, in any 
case, prefer the publication of the com- 
mission $s report). 

We can only express surprise that Mr. 
Cohen, of all people, should have so 
hastened to present the Board's case. It 
is he, with his habitual “ Shocht'm obses- 
sion,” who, more than anybody is 
responsible for the present inflamed and 
exacerbated relationship between. the 
Board and the Agudah  Shochtim can- 
not completely eradicate the bitter 
memories of those dark days when he 
siood as the mouthpiece of a Board that 
considered £3 per week sufficient salary 
tor Shochtim -and Shomrim working 
loyally for long hours. under conditions 
of imminent danger, and at a time when 
the economic situation was incomparably 
more sauisfactory than ai the present. 
Nor can they forget the manner in which 
24 of the ir number were summarily dis- 
age and deprived of their livelihood 

by the same Board with the same spokes- 
man Ail this quite apart from the 
recommendations Contained in the afore- 
mentioned unpublished report concerning

the continuation in office of the present 
hon. officers of the Board, one of whom 
is Mr. Lionel Cohen. 

Shochtim, however, cannot allow to go 
uncorrected, the mischievous and muis- 
leading statement contained im his ver- 
sion that Market Shochtim put in only 
15 hours’ work a week. 

The absence of any recollection of Mr. 
Cohen's ever visiting any of the 
slaughter-houses is not due to weakness 
of memory, and one is driven to the un- 
avoidable conclusion that his statement 
is based on reports from certain quar- 
ters, who, for reasons known to hm, 
share his prejudice against Shochtum. 
But even Mr. Cohen should realise that 
the figures of 120 oxen or 1,500 fowls, 
which frequently represent the work of a 
single London Shochet, do not tally w'th 
a 18-hour weck. The true facts are that 
a Shochet who leaves his home between 
5.30 and 6.0 o'clock in the morning has 
not the foggiest idea of the time of his 
return home. Such trivial matters as 
meals and regularity of hours must not 
be allowed to stand between the public 
and its kasher meat. nor interfere with 
the unbreakable rule that “ nothing 
remain alive.” We deprecate, therefore. 
this mathematical inaccuracy calculated 
io convey an entirely distorted impres- 
sion of the very arduous, fatiguing. and 
physically and mentally exacting nature 
of the duties ef a London Shochet and 
Shomer. Besides this, by stressing this 
purely manual aspect of the work. the 
least significant aspeci of the nature of 
the duties and responsibilities af the 
Shochet, while simultaneous!y demanding 
the strictest adaptation to professional 
saindards of conduct and behaviour. he 
is seeking the best of both worlds 

The posttion up to the moment is that 
Shochtim have asked the Board to meet 
their representatives once again, and it is 
now for the Board to accept the olive 
branch held out to them. and meet the 
Shochtim without bias or rancour in a 
sincere and  wholchearted to 
ifrive -at a mutually acceptable aerce- 
ment. The Board will then learn thev 
are dealing with reasonable individuals 
demanding nothing more than a fai: 
return tor the services they render the 
community under most difhcult and try-

Ample payment, making provision foi 
the far higher expenses involved by the 
observance of kashrut in the Jewish 
home, should be offered.

MOSLEY’S “ MAY DAY” 
DEMONSTRATION 


An Inglorious Failure 


[From our Special Correspondent} 


Mosiey’s May Day demonstration was 
a failure. It was the most inglorious, 
inconsequential farcicality that | have 
known in the many years that I have 
followed the would-be “ Leader.” Ii 
must have dealt his vanity a hard blow. 

First, the weather was unkind It 
rained almost continuously, and the poor, 
miserable speakers, with their emotional 
claptrap, were greatly handicapped from 
the outset 

Secondly, of the 1.500 persons present, 
only about one-third were 
Ihe early speakers “ warming up the 
pich” for the Leader could not 
make themselves heard; and even 
Mosiey, despite his powerful amphfyme 
apparatus. was, at times, inaudible. 


Police Severity 


Ihe deciding factor was the police 
They were present by the hundred on 
foot, mm cars, and mounted. From the 
moment Mosiey appeared, they began 
with great severity. to siamp out ail 
opposition, and, failing in that, drove 
hostile elements away, clearing in all an 
area Of about a quarter of a mile around 
the speaker. 

The meeting was held in Hertford 
Road, Dalston. By 3.30, when Mosicy 
arrived, a number of arrests Whd already 
been made 

As the anti-Fascist protests grew louder 
a barrier of foot pole was placed 
across the street, dividing roughly the 
supporters of Mosley trom _ then 
Opponents.

Making a Rock 
Garden 


VERY spring, bright patches of 
aubretia catch the cye, both in 
town and country gardens. This 

graceful plant seems to thrive with very 
little attention and in places where there 
is @ minimum of soil space on which 
to cultivate flowers. But aubretia is not 
the whole story of rock gardens, or the 
cultivation of what technically 
known as alpines. 

Properly planned and carefully main- 
tained, the rock garden should be a 
source of visual delight throughout the 
year. 

Alpines, as their name suggests, are 
plants that naturally flourish on os 
rocky ground, and thus require condi- 
tions in our gardens approximating to 
these. They must have plenty of air, 
freedom from the proximity of other 
plants of trees, and quick-draining facili- 
ties. The soil they need for their culti- 
vation should never be manured, but 
should be light and sandy, and loosely 
filled into the crevices of the rocks. 


How to Build 


In making a rock garden, it is really 
best to try to plan a garden without the 
rocks. That may sound like attempting 
to produce Hamlet without the Prince, 
but in forming a rock garden, the rocks 
are Strictly incidental, and should never 
be the gardener’s main preoccupation. 
Rocks are used to hold up the bank of 
earth which is indispensable if good 
draining is to be ensured, above all 
during the winter months. And as such, 
these rocks should fall into the archi- 
tectural scheme, and never try to claim 
the limelicht which is for such Specimens 
as will flower throughout the spring and 
summer months, using the rocks upon 
which to tasten thei roots 

The plants themselves never make the 
mistake of some suburban gardeners of 
treating the rocks themselves with defer- 
ence, or even of introducing into a rock 
garden pieces of ornamental! stone, which 
have no place there at all. The plants 
always give such rock garden monstrosi- 
ties a wide berth. They only want soil, 
that. is supported by good hard rocks 
which can be more than half hidden 
themselves, and which should be built 
from the foundation upwards to torm 
the hillocks and valleys of your rockery. 
It is not necessary to build your rock 
garden in the sunniest spot. For if you 
do, the plants grow so quickly that you 
will have constantly to divide and cut 
them down 

If you magme for yourself the top of 
a mountain. however. of the slopes lead- 
ing up to it, you will understand why

CAREERS ADVICE 


In view of the many problems that 
confront young —_— in their change- 
over from school to industry, it 1s pro- 
posed to devote this and some subse- 
quent notes to consideration of the con- 
tributions that are being made by the 
schools, parents, industry, and the State 
towards solving these problems. 

The importance of young people com- 
mencing their careers in congemal em- 
ployment which will enable them to give 
of their best will be appreciated when it 
is realised that within the next ten years 
the estimated supply of young workers 
below the age of eighteen will be half 
of what it is at present; this is due to 
the raising of the school-leaving age and 
the effect of the low birth-rate of the 
1930's coimeciding with the introduction 
of further compulsory education schemes. 

The expert Central Advisory Council 
for Education (England), in their Report 
“School and Life,” have suggested that 
while educationists cannot look to in- 
dustry to define the objects and content 
of education, the schools can be, and 
in SO many cases are, of great service 
in helping the potential young worker 
from two aspects of employment: the 
need for adaptability—which can best be 
developed by the kind of education in- 
volving the handling of tools and instru- 
ments in a variety of novel situations 
and through the pupil making things he 
wants to make; and the need for schools 
to provide an effective antidote to the 
deadening routine of much industrial 
work by an attractive introduction to the 
arts, creative leisure occupations, and 
healthy out-door pursuits. 


Continued from previous column 
alpines cannot do well if they are close 
to trees or other plants. 

When you have decided on the site for 
your rock garden, sketch out a plan ol 
tS Shape, and do not attempt anything 
too elaborate; which will never be as 
effective as the simple mound or bank 
intercepted with a ravine in which you 
can grow primroses and polyanthus and 
lily of the valley. Any nursery cata- 
logue will give you a hst of suitable 
alpines, and these, too, are very easy to 
buy at most florists. 

Harebells and saxifrages are both effec- 
tive and hardy, and you will want one or: 
two clumps of aubretia. Catmuint, or 
nepeta, as it is called, should not be 
planted in anything but a rather large 
rock garden, as it spreads rapidly, and 
tends to occupy all the space. Rock 
roses and heather of the alpine variety 
are both very suitable. Rock waliflowers 
are also attractive. You should plant an 
evergreen shrub of the very slow growing 
variety, like the juniper, enher in the 
middle or at either side of your rockery, 
and look out for such a plant as flax, 
which grows well on rockeries and flowers 
for a very long season. Rock pinks and 
miniature thnft, too, will come along 
after the aubretia and saxifrages have 
died off, and supply a feast. of colour

FISH LEFT-OVERS 
Toad-in-the-Hole 


This is best made with smoked fish, 
either cod fillet or haddock. Make a 
batter with 4 oz. flour, 1 egg, and 4 pint 
of milk or milk and water, and season 
with salt and 3 

Remove the skin and bone from } Ib. 
of fish and flake it. Put 1 oz. of cooking 
fat into a shallow baking dish and put it 
into the oven till smoking hot, then put 
the fish in the dish, pour over the batier, 
and bake in a hot oven for-.about 50 
minutes (425°—Regulo No, 6). 

Note.—If fresh fish is used, add a 
spoonful or two of grated cheese to the 


batter. 
Baked Fish Pudding 


Cooked fish 1 lb., raw potatoes 1 Ib., 
spring onions 4 oz., chopped parsley 1 
tablespoontul, milk } pt., salt and pepper, 
margarine 4+ oz. . 

Fiake the fish, peel and grate the 
potatoes, chop the onions. 

Put one-third of the grated potato in 
the bottom of a _ greased casserole, 
sprinkle with onion and parsley, season 
with salt and pepper, and then cover 
with half the fish; repeat the layers and 
cover with the remaining potato. Pour 
over the milk, dot with margarine, cover 
with a greased paper, and put the lid on 
the casserole. Bake in a moderate oven 
for about 40 minutes. 


Note.—A left-over kipper with all the 


skin and bones removed could be mixed 


with the fish 
Fish Fritters 


Cooked fish 4 oz., selfraising flour 
4 oz., milk about } pt., chopped parsley 
1 level tablespoonful, 2 eggs (fresh or 
dried), salt and pepper, fat for frying. 

Season the flour with the salt and 
pepper and mix to a stiff batter with the 
eggs and milk. Beat well and add the 
flaked fish and chopped parsley. Fry 
tablespoonfuls of the mixture in hot fat 
until golden brown on both sides. 


Fish Pancakes 

Pancake batter 4 pt., cooked smoked 
fish 1 teacupful, whjte sauce 4 teacupful, 
grated cheese | tablespoonful, chopped 
parsley 2 teaspoonfuls, salt and pepper. 

For the batter. 4 07. selfraising flour. 
+ pint milk and water, 1 egg, seasoning. 

Sieve the flour with the seasoning into 
a basin: make a well in the centre, drop 
in the egg. add a little of the liquid, and 
mix in the flour gradually until the 
baiter 18 quite smooth and full of. air 
bubbles. Add the remaining liquid and 
let stand for half an hour. before using. 

Remove the skin and bone from the 
fish and chop finely ; add the parsley and 
white sauce, put into a small saucepan, 
and heat slowly. 

Make thin pancakes with the batter, 
and when cooked on both sides put a 
spoonful of the fish mixture in the centre 
of each betore rolling up. As they: are

ii is sad to find the Mandatory 
Power. which has done so litile to halt 
contimuous Arab aggression simce last 
December, suddenly awakening to an 
awareness of its responsibilities when the 
Arabs begin to receive a dose of their 
own medicine. Whatever may be the 
reason for the Britush Governments 
belated reassertion of authority, the fact 


remains that its studied refusal to treat. 


law-breakers with firmness has resulted, 
between December and the end of April, 
in 10.646 casualties in Palestine. 

These figures include 5.014 dead and 
$63? wounded—though probably there 
should be added to them large numbers 
of Arab dead and wounded not officially 
reported. Of the dead, 1,256 were Jews, 
3.569 Arabs, 152 British army and police 
personnel, and 37 civilians. Arab deaths 
during April numbered 1.807, or more 
than half-of all those killed during the 
whole period. while Jewish deaths tn 
April were only 26 per cent of the total. 

During the past week, Hagana has 
taken over several army camps and 
police posis, the most important being 
the military cantonments at Sdeh Nahum, 
ai the eastern end of the Valley ofl 
Jezreel. the largest in Northern Palestine

At Battle Headquarters 


spent two hours last Friday after- 
noon at Hagana baitie headquarters 
during the imilial stages of the assault 
on Katamon, which decided the “ batile 
for Jerusalem.”

Commanding officers, dressed in uni- 
forms ot all shades of khaki, and some 
im civilian clothes, showed themselves 
highly organised and skilled ia tactics.

Jafia Deserted 


Jatla is now completely deserted, even 
by the Arab police, who have left their 
posts because there is no food available.

The Arab population remaining 
in Jerusalem is estimated at 25,000, or 
only one-half of the normal figure. 

Hagana’s general call-up of all volun-

JAFFA TRUCE 


British “ Ultimatum ” 
to Jews 


Jews and Arabs agreed to a truce in 
the battle lor Jafla on Thursday of last 
week afier the Jewish Agency had been 
presented with an ultimatum threatening 
the immediate use of British military 
force if the Jews persisied in their attack. 

The ultimatum was drafted by Sir 
Alan Cunningham, the High Commis- 
sioner, in consullation with Sir Henry 
Gurney, the Chief Secretary, and Lt- 
General G. H. A. Macmillan, GOC. 
British troops in Palestine. 

it was followed by what was officially 
described as a “ demonsiration”™ over 
Jatla and Tel-Aviv by Royal Air Force 
Spitfires. 

A reply from the Jewish Agency 
declared that the Jews will cease fire 
throughout the country as soon as the 
Arabs do so, and asks to be informed 
what action the Governmeht is taking to 
compel Arabs to cease ‘fire. 

After the truce had been arranged, 
British troops went into action against 
a building held by Irgun Zvai Leumi, 
claaming that the latter had broken the 
“ cease fire” agreement lt was subse- 
quently admitted officially that it was the 
Arabs who had broken the truce. and 
that the Jews had merely returned their 
fire —(Reuter and Palcor)
